A Date With 
Civil Defence 


Fire Inspector Lelland of 
Lethbridge spent several days 
visiting the various Fire Bri¬ 
gades In the towns of the Crows 
Nest Pass. While in Coleman Mr. 
Lelland commended the local 
Fire Brigade for having some of 
the latest fire fighting equip¬ 
ment. He also commented on the 
Coleman Civil Defence fire 
squad which he classed as being 
one of the most advanced in the 
towns throughout the Province 
of Alberta. 


For the third time in ten 
months the Coleman Cash Gro¬ 
cery was entered sometime dur¬ 
ing the night of Saturday, Mar. 
1. Mr. Allan reported that quite 
a large amount of material was 
taken although he had as yet 
not estimated the actual 
amount. The theives entered 
though the cellar door, which, 
according to Mr. Allan is hard 
to open normally and must have 
made considerable noise when it 
was forced open. 


An important Civil Defence 
meeting will be held at 7.30 pm. 
in the Coleman high school aud¬ 
itorium on March 19. The prin¬ 
cipal speaker will be Mr. E. Tyl¬ 
er of the Provincial Civil De¬ 
fence Headquarters, Edmonton. 
Thi topic will be “It Can’t Hap¬ 
pen Here?” The message of this 
lecture is of vital importance to 
every Coleman resident. Every¬ 
one's concerned with the gener¬ 
al welfare during emergencies 
should attend—it will be your 
individual problem should war 
come to our province. Keep this 
night open and be sure to attend. 

The lecture will be preceded 
at 6.30 by a demonstration on 
the Central School grounds of 
the effectiveness of the Self 
Help Parties m fighting fires. 
The Coldman Fire Department 
have trained their personnel in 
the duties of the Self Help Party. 
This demonstration will show 
the public the need for individ¬ 
ual training in attacking fires 
which could occur in any home 
and would occur should Coleman 
be subject to an incenetiary 
bomb attack* 

The Department’s Self Help 
Party will build a fire hut in 
which an actual demonstration 
fire will be attacked and ex¬ 
tinguished. Their activities will 
illustrate to those present the 
type of equipment used, the du¬ 
ties of the various members of 
the Party, their methods of at¬ 
tacking fire, their methods of 
protecting each other while en¬ 
gaged in Fire Fighting, the drills 
required in the use of gas respir¬ 
ators in case war gases are pre¬ 
sent. 

The Fire Department under 
the leadership of Aldo Montal- 
bettl are talcing a loading part 
in Civil Defence activities, as 
well as having built up an excel¬ 
lent organization for the protec¬ 
tion of this community in the 
case of fires. This is amply In¬ 
dicated by the excellent report 
on the Coleman Fire Depart¬ 
ment as submitted by Inspector 
Leland of the Provincial Fire 
Commissioners Office, Edmon¬ 
ton, after his inspection com¬ 
pleted last week. Everyone 
should make a point of witness¬ 
ing this demonstration and fol¬ 
lowing it up with Mr. Tyler’s ad¬ 
dress. 

Controller John A. McDonald 
has been satisfied with local re¬ 
sponse to Civil Defence School. 
Some eighty persons have re¬ 
ceived instruction with an aver¬ 
age of 40 in attendance each 
night. The lectures deal with 
Civil Defence in general and the 
primary purpose is to acquaint 
citizens with the problems as¬ 
sociated with the various De¬ 
partments. In the advent of war 
there would be terrific problems 
but a trained citizenry can min¬ 
imize damage and casualties. 
What is more important public 
moral, so important in the suc¬ 
cessful prosecm.on of a war, can 
be maintained. This same disci¬ 
plined body would prove inval¬ 
uable in the case of a civilian 
emergency. 

The Civil Defence School will 
soon reach the end of its pro¬ 
gram. It is time to consider mov¬ 
ing from the planning stage to 
the active organization of our 
Defence system. The skeleton 
organization has been set up by 
the pl anning committee — the 
problems have been presented 
during the school course — the 
plans for the integration and 
functioning of the organization 
are ready. The action stage re¬ 
quires that the skeleton organi¬ 
zation be filled out by wiling re¬ 
cruits — in short it requires yen. 
Your active participation in one 
or other of the Defence sections 
alone can assure the successful 
functioning of the system daring 


Coleman School Board in reg¬ 
ular meeting Monday night del¬ 
ved thoroughly into the needs 
and advisabilities of the new 2- 
room addition to the West Cole¬ 
man school this year. A request 
will be made to the Department 
of Education for plans to be 
considered. 

The Board was in agreement 
with a plan for twd rooms on the 
ground floor complete with full 
sized basement, and roof adapt¬ 
ive to building additional rooms 
if necessary. It was felt that the 
inclusion of a full sized base¬ 
ment at this time would facili¬ 
tate for an auditorium or space 
that Is needed with a six-room 
school. 

The meeting under thelihair- 
manship of Melville Cornett, al¬ 
so discussed the matter of will¬ 
ful damage to school property 
and passed a motion to the effect 
that parents be circularized to 
the effect that they will be held 
for financial responsibility In the 
future. 

Trustees Holly and Cornett, 
returned by acclamation took 
the oath of office. On the mo¬ 
tion of Trustee Clarke, chairman 
Cornett and secretary Nora 
Goulding were reappointed. 
Chairman Cornett then appoint¬ 
ed the following committees: 
Finance, Holly and Dunford; 
Works & Property, Clarke and 
Wilson; Fire committee, Wilson 
and Clarke. 

Trustee Dunford passed the 
motion that the Works & Pro¬ 
perty committee make regular 
visits to the school, while some 
considerable attention was given 
to complaints regarding the 
school bus entering the grounds 
at West Coleman School. It was 
decided that the bus drivers be 
notified to load and unload out¬ 
side the school grounds Immedi¬ 
ately in front of the building. 

Correspondence was read from 
Sam Sagoff In regards to the 
purchase of five and a half lots 
owned by the school board on 
4th Street E. The meeting decid¬ 
ed that the board should retain 
this property. Further corres¬ 
pondence showed that both the 
Coleman Light and Water and 
McGilllvray Coal Co. report no 
decrease in price of services or 
products can be made at this 
time. 

Reading of the minutes of pre¬ 
vious meetings brought dis¬ 
cussion as to the wage rate for 
Mr. Spillers. The board felt that 
as this teacher was performing 
a great duty among the students 
and that because it was no fault 
of his own that he could not 
obtain a Senior certificate, he be 
paid according to the Senior 
certificate scale.

Wage Increases 
Offered To 
Town Employees 


A special council meeting was 
held on Monday, March 10 with 
Mayor N. E. Aboussafy, G. Jen¬ 
kins, W. Dibblee, A. Toppano and 
J. Wavrecan present. As this 
meeting was called only because 
it was required by law, there was 
not too much business to take 
up. The regular meeting will be 
held, next Tuesday. 

J. A. McDonald reported to the 
council that the Civic Defence 
school is nearing completion 
and that recruits are now need¬ 
ed in all sections of the organ¬ 
ization. He suggested placing an 
ad. in the paper to appeal for 
recruits. The council agreed to 
run this ad. Mr. McDonald told 
the council that expenses for the 
Civil Defence would arise soon 
and outlined a few items that 
the organization would need in 
the near future. 

The wage committee reported 
on its proposed increases to 
town employees. Employees on 
monthly salary will be offered a 
12% wage boost, laborers doing 
special work will be paid $1.25 an 
hour, an increase of 15c. Casual 
laborers are offered $1.15 per 
hour, an increase of 17V4c over 
the present rate. Assistant Police 
wages would increase from $45 
to $50 per month; janitor from 
$30 to 35; office help will receive 
a boost of 15c bringing the rate 
to $1.25 an hour. Fire fighters 
will be offered $2.00 per hour for 
the first two hours and $1.25 for 
each hour afterwards. The wage 
proposals were accepted by the 
council.

The petition given to the 
Blairmore council by some mer¬ 
chants was brought up at a 
council meeting In Blairmore re¬ 
cently and was turned over to 
Mr. 8. G. Bannan for legal ad¬ 
vice. Mr. Bannan advised the 
council that the petition was not 
signed by at least two-thirds of 
the shops as required by the 
Early Closing Act. The objections 
raised to the petition were suffi¬ 
cient to warrant its failure. A 
survey of shops In Blairmore re¬ 
vetted at least 40 shops and only 
20 have signed the petition. If it 
was the intention to close, cer¬ 
tain specified stores, then the 
petition is inadequately signed. 
Two out of five hardware stores 
have signed, six grocery stores 
out of a possible twelve, and only 
three out of at least seven elec¬ 
trical supply stores have signed 
the petition.

CANADIANS DID NOT KNOW, when they welcomed Princess Eliza¬ 
beth and her husband, the Duke of Edinburgh to this country a few months 
ago that she would so soon become the Queen. Sorrow at the tragic and 
untimely death of her father, King George VT has dimmed the first weeks 
of her reign but people everywhere already know that although she is 
very young to assume the great responsibilities of her high office, the 
Queen is carrying on the highest traditions of a monarchy which is unique 
In the world today.

But so fearful are cattlemen of the 
possibility of a recurrence, that an 
emergency train stands ready in Chi¬ 
cago to be moved with vaccines and 
other emergency equipment to con¬ 
taminated areas at a moment’s no¬ 
tice. 

In Britain, the fight against foot- 
and-mouth has been continuing for 
years. The threat there is from 
Europe. .Huge., flocks of migrating 
birds, moving from Europe to Bri¬ 
tain, sometimes carry the virus.

WINNIPEG.—Deaths from tuber¬ 
culosis in Manitoba decreased to an 
all-time low of 21.6 per 100,000 in 
1951, Dr. E. L. Ross, meclical direc¬ 
tor of the sanatorium board of Mani¬ 
toba, said. 

“Although white population deaths 
were six more than the previous year 
there were 22 fewer Indian deaths 
during the year, thus reducing the 
combined figure to 16 fewer deaths 
than in 1950,” he said. 

During 1951, 318,699 free chest 
X-rays were taken—41 per cent, of 
the population of Manitoba. 

Extensive educational, .vocational 
and rehabilitation services were pro¬ 
vided for sanatorium patients. 

Incidence of new cases amongst 
Indians decreased from 239 in 1950 
to 169 in 1951; amongst whites, cases 
dropped from 363 to 333.

Foot-and-mouth disease is charac¬ 
terized by the formation of vesicles 
or blisters on the mucous membranes 
covering the tongue, lips, cheeks, 
palate, or other tissues of the mouth, 
on the skin between and above the 
claws of the feet and on the teats 
and udder. 

In hogs, lesions frequently occur 
also on and above the snout. In rare 
cases, the muzzles of cattle are af¬ 
fected. In sheep, goats and deer, 
the feet are the most common site 
of the blister formation. 

The disease is usually accompan¬ 
ied by a fever. The fever and diffi¬ 
culty to' eat cause a rapid loss in 
flesh and a rapid slowing down of 
milk secretion. The udders often be¬ 
come inflamed and ruined by the for¬ 
mation of abscesses and sometimes 
cows become permanently crippled 
for milk production. 

The inflamation of the feet may 
cause the horn to drop from the 
toes, producing lameness and per¬ 
manent injury. Frequently, pregnant 
animals abort.

Setting Up A Hockey Forward Line 


The players on a line should be 
mentally and physically compatible. 
In other words, the coach should 
study the players carefully both in 
regard to their attitude and physical 
qualifications and try to form his 
groups so that the same types are 
playing together. If this is not done, 
you will often find a defence-minded 
team mates which will very likely 
interfere with the cohesion and co¬ 
ordination of the line. - 
There seems to be no reason why 
three players who are compatible 
should not be placed on one line re¬ 
gardless of whether or not they all 
shoot from the same side. It has 
been proved that a right-handed 
player, for example, loses nothing of 
his effectiveness when playing on 
left wing. 

If a coach wants a certain line or 
group to be an offensive threat, he 
must think offensively when making 
up a line. It is very difficult to get 
an effective offensive unit from a 
group of three players who think 
differently. 

The habit of placing one defensive 
man on a line with two strong of¬ 
fensive players in order to keep the 
checking emphasis in line may pre¬ 
vent scores by the opposition, but 
at the same time it frequently weak¬ 
ens the offensive strength of the 
same line. 

It seems by far the best thing to 
put your offensive forwards together 
no matter how weak their checking 
and the same thing holds true with 
your defensive men no matter how 
weak their offensive skill. Then, try 
to improve either the defensive or 
the offensive play of the group con¬ 
cerned until this phase of their game 
is strong enough to make the line 
effective. After all, an offensive unit 
can’t forget about defense altogether. 

Actually the problem gets back to 
the basic point, do you spoil the of¬ 
fensive strength by bringing into 
consideration the defensive picture 
at the same time? The answer 
seems to be that the players must 
be taught a clear-cut definition of 
when the offensive obligation shifts 
to a defensive one. 

To make an offensive work to peak 
efficiency, the players must be able 
to concentrate on it without a haunt¬ 
ing feeling that they are neglecting 
their defensive play. Long hours of 
defensive instruction may ruin the 
effectiveness of the offensive pattern 
which a forward line may have devel¬ 
oped. In any game, the offence that 
works best is the one that is organ¬ 
ized and carried out with fire and 
abandon. And don’t forget that the 
opposing team can’t score goals if 
your team has possession of the puck. 

Probably the best example of the 
ideal line set-up is the Lindriy, 
Abel, Howe combination of the De¬ 
troit Red Wings of the N.H.L. '•'They 
are all offense minded, can check, 
set up plays, and score goals with 
the best in the league, yet each one 
has an outstandihg ability of his own 
which balances their offensive and 
defensive power. Although each man 
on this line is a good checker, par¬ 
ticularly Lindsay, they do most of 
their checking in the opposing team's 
end of the rink. In other words they 
forecheck, really hemming the op¬ 
posing team in their own end. Then 
too, they’re “puck hawks”, pouncing 
on any loose puck like a shot when 
the opportunity arises. It’s reason¬ 
ably safe in saying that most of the 
time when they're on the ice, this 
line usually have possession of the 
puck with but one thought in mind, 
and that is—to score goals! 


So if you, as a player, find your¬ 
self out of place with a couple of ■ 
“goal hawks” take it up with the 
coach and I’m sure he will only be 
too glad to straighten things out. 
Remember, you’ve got to enjoy play-' 
ing with your linemates. 

Ask "Why"? 

Whenever you make a fake or ma¬ 
noeuvre that fails try to figure out 
why it failed. Figure out what your 
opponent did that stopped you, de¬ 
cide if you moved too soon or too 
late and so on. If you get this habit 
of studying why yoUr tricks fail you 
will soon acquire enough knowledge 
and information about your own play 
that will help you perform them bet¬ 
ter. Check to see what tricks work 
most effectively. Then put them to 
use when they will really count. 
Never,, use your best tricks too ofteif 
—save them for important moments. 
Keep Fit 

Perfect physical condition is the 
foundation on which all success in 
sport must be built. It is also the 
foundation of healthy, worthwhile 
and happy living. Perhaps the most 
important factor regarding how you 
feel each day is the general regular¬ 
ity of your day to day living habits. 
If your every day living habits such 
as sleeping, eating, elimination, exer¬ 
cise and so on are performed on a 
regular schedule pretty close to, the 
same time each day, your body gets 
into a smooth working groove — it 
learns to know what is expected of 
it and thus acts more efficiently on 
a regular, steady schedule. 

However, if your daily habit pat* 
tern is not conducted on a regular 
schedule your body never has a 
chance to get in that groove, and as 
a result you can’t depend on just 
how you are going to feel. Thus, if 
you want to be assured that you 
are giving yourself every chance to 
feel at peak condition regularly, 
make sure you regulate your daily 
living habits.

The civic election has come and gone and we 
venture to say that a lot of people in town had no inclin¬ 
ing that this phenomena had occured. In comparing the 
interest that the taxpayers of Coleman have in their 
government with that of our smaller neighboring town 
of Frank, we can only conclude that- as responsible 
citizens, we are failing badly, and that living in a coun¬ 
try where there is always someone to tell us what to do 
would not hurt the majority of people in this town, 

Roughly 22% of eligible voters bothered to show 
up at the polls in Coleman; whereas 85% of the pos¬ 
sible 143 votes were cast in Frank, Which town then 
has the superior citizens ? Or is that question necessary ? 
Let us think for a moment. Anything we desire in this 
town will come about when the people want it. If we 
don’t want anything we’ll never have anything. We 
won’t know what progress is taking place in other 
towns simply because we’re not even interested enough 
to know about our own town. Communities smaller 
than Coleman boast recreational and educational facil¬ 
ities that are still at the dream stage here. We are at 
present as modern as the old Tcnnesee hill-billy! 

What possibly is more disgusting is that the very 
people who do not bother to vote are the very ones whq 
are the first to appear at the town hall with their gripes, 

‘ Are you a non-voting griper ?

WINNIPEG—Does curling contrib¬ 
ute to a man becoming a model hus¬ 
band? 

Despite the “anguished protests of 
the curling widows,” Rev. Allen R.
